Baled hay is selling all over the county 
at $20 a ton, and this is only slightly above 
the price it regularly reaches in the winter 
months. Milk and butter are high, in spite 
of the great amount of the latter ship in 
from the North. Eggs and poultry are so 
scarce that economical housewives ,et 

as little as possible. 
the lesson that such facts 
is that there no sec- 


tle money and a disposition to work can 
more easily, not simply get a good living, 
but very shortly acquire a competency. 
There are many thousand acres of land in 
this valley (and we mean this valley, not 
simply this end of it, for it extends from 
Crafton toRinco) adapted to alfalfa and 
the raising of grain for hay,. which can 
bought — and .upon easy terms, 
and upon which a good farmer can 
w rich. No fruit growing offers se 
sure returns, although it has greater fas- 
cination for the ordinary easterner, from 
the possibilities it presents. But for a 
pone. safe, reliable calling, for one who 
iasn’t the capital to engage in orange 
growing, there is nothing better. The 
country needs development in this direc- 
tion, for the growth in this department of 
industry has not kept pace with that of 
the country asa whole. The fact that it 
will pay an iacome trom the first year, 
and this without the need of working a 
reat area, as in the East, should not be 
ost sight of. The market is uglimited for 
all farm produce. Eastern farmers will do 
well to take up here their old calling, where 
it is without those climatic drawbacks 
to which they have been accustomed 
and which have so compelled a_ loss 
of time 4s to interfere with its 
perfect success. Ten acres of alfalfa, 
ylelding two tons at a cutting, five times in 
a season, at $15 per ton means €1500. Ten 
acres more in corn, squashes, small fruits, 
etc., with'a little stock and poultry to add 
to the resources, would make a good 
farmer about as independent as anywhere 
in the world. Iitisa wonder that so few 
who come here with thrifty northern meth- 
ods thorough! y learned take upthis branch cf 
work. It may not pay like orange-growing, 
but it takes less capital and will bring a 
sure income without the care and worry 
which it would take with a heavy invest- 
mentin a department in which they are 
without experience. This is, par excell- 
ence, the place for growing the 
country needs growth in other directions as 
well, and a poor man cannot wait for 
oranges and walnuts to come into bearing. 
Plant more alfalfa and barley, attempt to 
supply the local market with milk, butter

Mistakes in Tree Planting. 
[Farm, Field and Stockman.] 

First—Getting varieties not suited to your 
soil and climate is often a serious error, be- 
cause it may be some time planted before 
you are fully aware of it. | : 

Second—Failing to properly prepare the 
soil, thinking that you can do this after- 
ward, which, while it increases the eventual 
work, decreases the chances tor the tree to 

Third—Supposing that b ly putti 

upposing that by merely putting 
a shovelful of manure in the bottom of the 
hole made for the tree that you are manur- 
ing properly, when in reality you are doing 
more harm than good. 

Fourth—Negiecting to work manure in 
all the land about the tree for yards around. 

Fifth—Failing to dig a place sufficiently 
large for the roots, so that they have to be 
crowded in out of their oatural ition. 

Sixth—Failing to fine the soil so that it 
can be filled iu well around the roots, and 
again in not pressing, down firmly upon 
them. It is very necessary if the tree 

ows to have the roots come in close con- 

t with the soll. This can only be done 
by having the soil fine and then pressing 
down firmly after the roots are covered. 

Seventh—Failing to cut back the tree be- 
fore setting out. In taking up we cut off 
more or Jess of the roots, and the top should 
be cut off accordingly. 

Eighth—Planting in a thin soil, and not 
properly manuring so that a strong, vigor- 
ous growth will be secured. The best pian 
of manuring is broadcasting over the sur- 
face with thoroughly ro manure, and 
working thoroughly into the soil. The 
next best plan is to work well into the soil 
before filling in when you are setting out. 

Ninth—Failing to provide good drainage. 
While it is best to tile-drain the land, when 
this cannoi be done conveniently the next 
best plan is to provide good surface drainage. 
not 80 that the land will wash, but sufficien 
to carry off the surplus water readily, 

Tenthi—Failing to mulch properly in the 

season to prevent the young trees from 
being d by drought before they have 
secured a full roothold. 

Eleventh—Letting the trees take care of 
themselves instead of cultivating, pruning 
and giving such attention as will induce a 


good growth. 

Twelfth—Failing to protect the trees 
from the ravages of borers or other pests, 
that often, if they do not kill, at least seri- 
ously injure the trees.

Sad to relate, chil- 
dren in great numbers are seized with the 
malady and deaths are frequent. This last 
circumstance has induced a certain benevo- 
lent and philanthropi¢ gentleman to write 
sinformation of the following remedy: 
“In a case of smallpox do not call in a doc- 
tor or resort to drugs. For the incompetent 
among doctors are more in number than the 
sa and there is danger that the 
treatment administered will rather kill than 
cure. frain therefore from sacrific- 
ing Jife to the ignorance of quacks. 
The true remedy is to beat a drum 
in the presence of the patient. No mat- 
ter what kind of drum. Several varieties 
have been tried, and always with the best 
results.””| No sooner did this prescription 
reach us than we determined to teat its efti- 
cacy. One of our friends had a child 
afflicted with smallpox. The child has been 
under the influence of the disease several 
days. 1t took no food worth speaking of, 
and, moreover, the marks on the skin, in- 
stead of coming out ag they should do when 
the disease takes a favorable turn, were be- 
ginning to disappear. A fatal sign. 

We acted on the advice sent us and pro- 
ceeded to beat a druni at the child’s bed- 
side. The results were marvelous. The 
pock-marks began to show, the child’s ap- 
petite returned, and as the drum-beating 
was repeated from day to day recovery was 
rapid and finally became complete.

Writing in the language, if not in the 
Spirit of a modern philosopher, he affirms 
that it isin strict accord with the laws of 
Nature as we know them, that the music of 
the drum should charm away smallpox. To 
appreciate fully the force of the argument 
requires some little of etymol- 


ictionary, the 
Mar character Ku “a 
drum,” and “to beata drum” by the word 
Kwok, which stands for one layer of skin, 
the outside layer. The reference is said to 
be to the musicof spring. When the re- 
novating influences of Nature are at work, 
Nature “thrusts out’? and “casts off” her 
old skin, and the faceof the earth is re- 
newed. The character Kwok means the 
act of thrusting out or casting off, as is done 
in the balmy ver seasons, when 
Nature’s drum bea and her face 
changes. If ultra-pbilosophical 
hypothesis is deemed incorrect, there is an- 
other which, peradventure, may suflice to 
account for the facts.. “Evil spirits cause 
disease. They do their fell work best in a 
dry atmosphere, such as we are now living 
in. In fact, the present condition of the 
weather is eminently suited to smallpox 
devils. They pusitively revel in it, and 
nothing serves to drive them away like: the 
beating of a drum.” zs 
The concluding sentence speaks well for 
the writer’s modesty: “We do not,”’ he 
says, “pride ourselves on the possession of 
superior knowledge. If any one has a bet- 
ter explanation to advance we shall be glad 
to hear from him. For our-own part we 
are satisfied Sony, to publishothe fact that 
beating a drum will c smalipox.”’
